W here Railway Revenue Comes From 


Certain statements made before the board of arbitration at Ottawa on the 
wage disputes between the Canadian National Railwfys and their employees 
would appear to have a direct bearing on Canada’s outstanding financial prob- 
lem, namely, how to put an end to the appalling deficits in the operation of 
the national railway system. 

Ever since the deficit on the Canadian National Railways was shown 
some time ago to amount to™ million dollars or more & week, statesmen, 
financiers, railway managers, and, last but not least, Canadian taxpayers, 
have been deeply concernéd in striving to find;some way of relief from such 
disastrous losses. While politicians have been striving to load the respon- 
sibility for creating conditions leading to these deficits upon political oppon- 
ents, and while pessimists have talked blue ruin and and inevitable bank- 
ruptey, men with constructive minds and not at all concerned with pettiness 
which is always to be found in politics, have seriously advancell suggestions 
with an eye single to the good of the railways and the welfare of the 
Dominion. 

Probably the suggestion which has attracted greatest attention and car- 
ried most weight with thoughtful people is that only through an increase in 
population, with consequent increase in production, and therefore in railway 
traffic, can the true and lasting remedy be found. Economics effected in 
operation costs at the expense of efficient service might serve to temporarily 
reduce the deficit, but such reduction would only be of a temporary char- 
acter and in the long run would prove to have been pennywise and pound 
foolish. | More traffic, and therefore greater earning power, offers the only 
permanent solution. 

The question then presents itself: How to bring about that increase in 
traffic? . In this column we have urged the adoption of a vigorous and well 
directed immigration policy with a view to bringing about the settlement 
without further delay of the enormous area of untilled lands in the West, 
and the prosecution of such a policy without intermission until the desired 
result has been achieved. 

In this connection it is to fe noted that the statements made before the 
board of arbitration at Ottawa already referred to are highly significant, 
They have a direct bearing on this question, and certainly go to support the 
arguments already advanced. Addressing the board of arbitration, F. P. 
Brady, of the Canadian National Railways, declared that the railways would 
be better off without passenger traffic, and that sleeping cars and observation 
ears were invariably a source of loss, while A. C, Egan, for the Canadian 
National, made the statemeht that all the railway’s profits are made during 
\the last five months of the year when the grain is moving. i 4 

Of course, passenger traffic must be cared for whether it is a paying 
proposition or not, but if observation cars, which are a luxury and not a 
necessity, invariably lose money, then they should be reduced to a minimum 
or discarded altogether. Furthermore, inasmuch as it is only the well-to-do 
who make use of sleeping cars, rates should be advanced to a figure where 
such cars would not be operated at a loss, even though they did not produce 
a profit. Or the rate should be reduced to a figure that would make It poss- 
ible for the less well-to-do to use them, thus obviating these cars running across 
the continent only partly filled. Volume at a less rate would be more profit- 
able than partly empty cars., The average Canadian taxpayer should not be 
called upon toe provide comfort for others which he cannot himself afford to 
enjoy. ae 

The amount of money it requires to build a sleeping car or an observa- 
tion car will build several freight cars, and, according to these railway offi- 
cials, it is freight that produces profits. Again, be it noted, freight profits 
are piled up when there is a heavy and continuous freight movement, as is 
the case when the grain is moving. It is not the haulage of the products of 
the factories that keeps the railways busy during the last five months of the 
year, but the products of the farms. But if, through immigration and the 
creation of conditions which will keep the people on the land, the number of 
cultivated farms in Canada are doubled, or trebled, as is quite possible, not 
only would the volume of grain traffic be enormously increased during the 
last five months of the year, with still Jarger profits to the railways, but these 
additional millions of people on the farms would\create an enormous demand 
for manufactured goods, fuel, lumber and merchandise of all kinds, which 
would provide a much heavier freight traffic throughout the other seven 
months of the year. 

What our Canadian railways need more than anything else is more traflic 
to keep’profitably loaded trains rolling over the tens of thousands of miles of 
rails in this country. In order to create that larger traffic there must be 
more people in Canada—people who in the first place produce something from 
the almost illimitable natural resources of this Dominion, and who, in turn, 
would require to be supplied with those things, manufactured and otherwise, 
which they do not themselves produce but must have to sustain lite and en- 
able them to carry on thew work of production. 

A national policy to encourage production is the only way to save the 
National Railways and make them earners of profits instead of pro@ucers of 
deficits. -

They be- 
long to a class which has been rush- 
ing for a generation ahead of a wave 
of high land values—I heard a man 
say that in the train, and I made a 
note of it—they’re rovers by birth and 
training, with no great home instinct. 
To them one place is as good as an- 
other—provided always there’s money 
to be made there—and one flag is/al- 
most as good as another. Of course 
this will right itself in time; the first 
flood of land-seekers are soil-miners, 
but the second are home-builders—the 
man said thattoo; you see I’m picking 
things up; I ‘want to know about 
something besides the weather—and 
when tHat second flood comes. this 
country won’t know itself.

Among the host of people consider-|a western 


ing immigration to Canada and con- 
templating settlement upon the Do- 
minion’s fertile lands to follow the 
pursuit of farming, two distinct 
lasses, with diametrically opposing 
views, loom up noticeably. The one 
comprises a great number of men who 
regard farming as an _ occupation 
which can be followed casually with- 
out regard to study or training, the 
only profession which requires no pre- 
liminary learning, the last resource for 
the failures of other trades and busi- 
nesses. The other is that group of 
sceptics who, going to the other ex- 
treme, believe that, having spent all 
their lives in cities and urban centres, 
it is impossible to enter with any hope 
of success or profit upon a @arming 
career in the conviction that a life 
training, beginning with the earliest 
years, is imperative, and a constitu- 
tion inured to physical hardships 
necessary for what they consider the 
highly laborious operations. of the 
farm. Both views, so widely diver- 
gent, are radically erroneous, 


Agriculture in Canada has the stat- 
us of a profession which both its high 
standard of operation and the prime 
place it occupies in national life justi- 
fy. The days when land was casually 
filed on and farmed without any intel- 
ligent understanding of agricultural 
processes are going with the dwin- 
dling availability of the land, and 
rapidly passing is the epoch of the des- 
truction soil values, and the abandon- 
ment of farms which have been rend- 
ered unproductive. Clearer and 
clearer has become the realization 
that farming is a specialized profes- 
sion requiring special training, and in 
the place of this spoilation there is an 


intelligent system of crop rotation, 


preservation of the virtue of the land, 
a discovery of the nobility of the far- 
mer’s Calling and a determination to 
secure and achieve the best possible 
in everything. 


Agricultural colleges, experimental 
farms, government literature, railway 
propaganda, all in an appreciation of 
the national benefits which accrue, 
contribute to the education of the far 
mer who, if he starts out in ignorance, 
speedily discovers the futility and 
profitlessness of continuing in this 
state. It is only of comparatively re- 
cent years that farming in Canada has 
become the comprehensive and - ex- 
haustive study it is and its tenets 
been s0 widely absorbed, and older 
farmers who have followed haphazard 
method or systems scientifically un- 
sound are gradualiy forced from 
necessity into an intelligent study aud 
application of their profession. 

A census of Canadian farmers 
would probably show that fully one- 
half are not farmers’ sons and were 
not brought up to the life of the farm. 
Yet none would criticize Canada’s 
tarmers on the score of poor farming 
methods in general, the excellency of 
their crops with international honors 
and the universal demand for their 
livestock products refuting this effee- 
tually. — Significant is it too that prac- 


“tically all the farmers who have avc- 


hieved the most signal honors at inter- 
national farming competitions have 
not been lifelong farmers but city 
men who, taking to the land after 
reaching maturity without the remot- 
est previous knowledge of agricultur- 
al activities, have through intelligent 
study and close application of the 
best farming methods surpassed the 
efforts of those agriculturalists who 
have continued doing things on the 
farm in the way their fathers used to 
do them. 

One might mention the Saskatche- 
wan “Wheat Wizard,” Seager Wheel- 
er, who has carried off the world’s 
wheat championship no fewer than six 
times. The son of fisher folk in the 
south of England he spent his early 
years as a bookstall clerk and his 
farming knowledge was nil when he 
took a western homestead. The Hill 
family of Lloydminster, Alberta, which 
has carried the world’s oats’ cham- 
plonship so @¥ten were also inexperi- 
enced clty folk of England wher they 
settied in the west. Samuel Lar- 
combe, of Manitoba, who won the 
wheat championship two years ago, 
was also an English city boy, J. C. 
Tacas, of Cayley, Alberta, who attain- 
ed the international oat championship 
at Chicago last year, started life in 


Stratford, Ontario, and when he took 
CS Ooo anuN-”””_.”.__™_ 
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homestead had neither 
money nor experience. Old farmer 
Maynard, who ran Seager Wheeler a 
close second for champion in 1912, 
was a successful tailor in England be- 
fore the call of the land brought him 
out to Manitoba to raise prize wheat. 
Frank Collicur, the Alberta rancher, 
whose Hereford herd is restocking 
many farms all over the American 
continent, was also a city boy, and 
when he made his commencement as 
an agriculturalist had only the where- 
withal to purchase one cow, which be- 
came the founder of the huge herd of 
pure-bred Herefords which wander 
over Willow Springs. Nick Tatinger, 
the Alberta barley champion, whose 
crop each year leaves the country at 
fancy prices, nét only had the suppos- 
ed handicap of a youth spent in a Bel- 
gian city, but was minus one arm and 
capital which would havyé been useful. 
Nevertheless he manages to run the 
farm himself and has made his name 
internationally famous. 

Inexperienced city men need not 
fear setting out upon a farming career 
in Canada or anticipate any disaster 
as long as they do so in the recogni- 
tion of the high standing of the occu- 
pation,-and with the intent of follow- 
ing out its study as such, in which he 
will find all assistance available. 
Nothing is more foolhardy than to 
commence operations without a rudi- 
mentary knowledge of farming, and 
for this feason men lacking experi- 
ence should work for a season upon a 
farm before starting out for them- 
selves. But granted then that a com- 
mencement is made in the right direc- 
tion, with the right idea and the right 
intent, there need be no apprehension 
of the success of the ultimate issue.

speakers in the province of Saskatche- 
wan, : 
He has been from the beginning one 
of the sturdiest supporters of the co- 
operative movement among farmers, 
who have now chosen him as presi- 
dent of. the Saskatchewan Co-opera- 
tive Elevator Company.

THE PROFITABLE SKUNK 


The advantages of the artificial 
raising of the fox, beaver and musk- 
rat, specifically, have been often 
pointed out, and here it is proposed 
to devote a few words to that much 
abused animal, the skunk. The fact 
that the animal is to be found in prac- 
tically every part of the American 
continent, and that the pelt has sold 
as high as ten dollars, is sufficient 
to attract the attention of fur farmers 
and induce a study into the feasibility 
and advantages of the industry: 

Many years ago Hrnest Thompson 
Seton, the well known nature writeg 
and naturalist to’ the Manitoba Goy- 
ernment, advocated a more extensive 


large quantities of insects, including 
grasshoppers, crickets, beetles and 
caterpillars. In captivity, its feeding 
is very economical, the diet consisting 
of meat, fish, cooked cereals, vege 
tables and milk. The food problem 
is most easily solved where the ranch 
is established within reach of a 
hotel. The contents of the daily 
garbage can well feed a considerable 
number. 

The skunk multiplies rapidly with 


litters of from six to twelve, the 
period of gestation being eight 
weeks. Descenting may be perform- 


ed when the animals are five weeks 
old and all possibility of future 
nuisance may be eliminated, but in

himself operated a most successful 
ranch of this kind, Because, largely 
of a prejudice against the little animal 
and its method of defense, skunk 
farming has never been firmly estab- 
lished in Canada as an industry al- 
though the advantages and possibill- 
ties are obviously so great, Success 
on other parts of the American con- 
tinent and elsewhere have demon- 
strated the feasibility of establishing 
the industry firmly and profitably in 
the Dominion. 

The skunk is widely known over the 
Canadian Dominion. in eyery corner 
and nook where it can find food suited 
to its needs, and notwithstanding the 
fact that it is persistently hunted, 
trapped and worried by dogs, it con- 
tinues to thrive and multiply in close 
proximity to settlements. The ani- 
ma) is neither timid nor vicious and iy 
practically omnivorous, devouring 


necessary contrary to general belief, 
as the animals become remarkably 
tame and friendly with those hand- 
ling them and never bring into play 
the powerful weapon nature has giv- 
en them except when badly frighten- 
ed by some intruder.

To come down from over‘ 


In view of the-inflow of foreign im- 
migrahts to Canada from Hurope dur- 
ing the fiscal year 1920-1921, which 
amounted to 26,153, it is of interest to 
note the origin and. destination of 
those who have already settled in this 
country during the past decade. These 
new colonists are mainly agricultur- 
ists, and on landing in Canada pro- 
ceed to various districts throughout 
the country where their friends~ or 
relatives are already located. _ 

The number of Kiropean foreign- 
born in Canada in 1911 was given by 
the Canada Year Book as 404,941, or 
5.62 per cent. of the entire population: 
It is interesting to know that at the 
time this census was taken the num- 
ber of foreign-born Europeans in Can- 
ada exceeded the number of American 
born in this country by 101,261, or 1.41 
per cent. of the entire population of 
Canada. Since these figures were 
compiled, European immigration, 
owing to the war, has dwindled to prac- 
tically nothing and as a result the num- 
ber of Americans who emigrated to 
this country since then have so swell- 
ed the ranks of their compatriots al- 
ready here, that the present census 
will undoubtedly show a much larger 
number of American than European 
foreign-born in Canada. 


At the last Dominion census, 393,320 
persons gave their nationality as Ger- 
mans; 129,103, Austro-Hungarians; 
107,535, Scandinavians; 75,861 Jewish; 
54,986 Dutch; Italian, 45,411; Austrian, 
42,535; Russian, 43,142; Polish, 33,365; 
Galician, 35,158;* Ruthenian, 29,845; 
while smaller numbers came from the 
countries bordering on the Mediterran- 
ean Sea. 

Taking them in order of importance 
we find that the Germans, as a rule, 
gravitate towards Northern Ontario 
and the Western Provinces. They 
keep to themselves very much and 
have established many fine and well- 
to-do communities. In Saskatchewan 
and Manitoba many prosperous farm- 
ing centres have been established by 
Germans. “Around the towns of Mor 
den, Winkler, Glencross in- Manitoba, 
and Kaiser and Vonda in Saskatche- 
wan, large colonies of German farm- 
ers have been founded. Austrians 
and Hungarians, whose mode of living 
and language are very ‘similar, fre- 
quently settfe near German communi- 
ties, A large number of. both Aus- 
trians and Germans work in the coal 
mines of Southern Alberta and the 
gold and silver mines of British Col- 
umbia. 

The Scandinavians, who are prob- 
ably the best foreign immigrant we 
get from Europe, have founded many 
thriving community centres through- 
out the Prairie Provinces, more parti- 
cularly in Central Alberta. They are 
a strong, industrious and clean-living 
people. They cultivate their farms 
intensely and go in very extensively 
for mixed farming. Their schools are 
the most modern and up-to-date of 
their kind in the province, and often 
after leavifig these schools many of 
the students attend the provincial uni- 
sity, where a diversity of courses is 
offered them, , 

‘Tlie vews are inclined more to city 
life than farming and very few, if any, 
go on the land, although there are 
one or two colonies in the provinces 
of Saskatchewan and Manitoba which 
have been in existence for several 
years and from recent reports are 
very successful, : 

The Ruthenians, Galiclans, Poles, 
Doukobors, Russians and Dutch are 
great agricultural people, and it is not 
surprising to find large numbers of 
them on farms in the Western Prov- 
inces of Canada. Like the Germans 
and Scandinavians, they form into lit- 
tle colonies, having their own church, 
language and schools. Though not 
as“peogressive as the Scafdinavians 
they make splendid citizens and as 
farmers cannot be excelled, At Win- 
nipeg, Manitoba, these people publish 
papers written in their native lan- 
guage. 

The Italian, like the Jew, tends to- 
wards city life, but quite frequently 
they operate smal! farms outside large 
cliles, on which they grow vegetables 
and other garden truck to be retailed 
in the city.. They have a successful 
agricultural colony at Venice, Lake La 
Biche, Northern Alberta,

Almost Invisible Screws 


Tiny Objects Have Two Hundred and 
Sixty Threads. 

The smallest screws that are made 
—those that are turned out in a watch 
factory——are cut from steel wire by a 
machine. As the chips fall from the 
knife it looks as if the operator were 
simply cutting up the wire to amuse 
himself. No screws can be seen, yet 
a screw is made at every third opera- 
tion. The smaHest of the screws are 
next to invisible; to the naked eye a 
pile of them resembles dust. With 
a good microscope, however, you can 
see that each tiny object is a screw 
with no less than two hundred and 
sixty threads. © Those tiny screws are 
four one-thousandths of an inch in 
diameter, and the heads are twice as 
large. An ordinary thimble would 
hold a thousand of them. About a 
million are made ina month. No at- 
tempt, however, is ever made to count 
them. To determine the number, one 
hundred of them are placed on a very 
delicate balance and weighed, and 
then the weight of the whole divided 
by the weight of the hundred shows 
how many hundreds there are. The 
number of all thé small parts of the 


watch is ascertained in that way. 


Insects Increase | 
As Birds Decrease 


Reason Given For. Great Number of 
Harmful Pests, 


That the decrease in the numbers 
of the Canadian wild fowl is respon- 
sible for the ever-increasing insect 
pest, is suggested by N. Gilmour, 
provincial game guardian, writing in 
the annual report of the chief game 
guardian for the fiscal year 1920-21. 

“The first fact I wish to refer to 
is the unquestioned serious increases 
For many years we 
knew nothing of insect pests—other 
than mosquitoes, trying enough to the 
temper, but taking no toll of the pro~ 
ducts of labor—but latterly harmful 
insects seem to have been increasing 
and old-time farmers are asking ‘What 
next?’ as pest after pest makes its ap- 
pearance. The fact is, however, that 
these insects always existed but in 
numbers -so small and causing so lit- 
tle damage as not to attract attention. 

“The other fact I wish to establish 
is the undoubtedly very considerable 
decrease in the numbers of our wild 
birds. It should be borne in mind 
that the majority of our wild birds are 
migratory so that the birds that are 
ours one part of the year are the birds 
of the south at another season. They 
know nothing of international boun- 
daries and tariffs, rates of exchange 
or increases in transportation rates 
have no terrors for them. It follows 
that if migratory birds are less numer- 
ous in the United States than formet- 
ly, they are less numerous here in 
Canada.”

The Eddystone Lighthouse; 


First One Was Built of Wood in 
1696, 


The Eddystone rocks © in the 
English Channel, nine miles south of 
the Cornish toast, and fourteen miles 
southwest of the Plymouth  break- 
water. They are submerged when 
the tide is in, and the water round 
them varies from 12 to 160 fathoms. 
In consequence of the frequent ship- 
wrecks, Mr. Winstanley, in 1696, plan- 
ned and built a lighthouse of wood 
100 feet high. So confident was he 
of its safety, that he lived in it him- 
self, and expressed a wish*to be in it 
when the wildest storm that ever blew 
should come. 

In 1703 a great storm raged. Be- 
fore its full force broke, a passing 
boatman warned Winstanley of his 
danger, and offered to take him off.

The 
cost of this forage crop, after paying 
all expenses for plowing, cultivating, 
seed, rent and all harvesting opera- 
tions, and allowing ten per cent. for 
depreciation of equipment, was within 
a few cents of $2.00 a ton.

Invéstigations conducted by experts 
at Alberta University have satisfactor- 
ily proved the possibility of making a 
building material out of straw. By a 
secret process chopped straw is mix- 
ed with other ingredients and the re- 
sulting composition is said to be a ma- 
terial capable of withstandingy more 
severe tests than concrete. With the 
enormous quantities of straw available 
from the,grain crops of the prairie 
provinces, little economic use of which 
is made at present, the success of the 
new material may revolutionize the 
building trade in the west.
